Secretary Says State 
Won’t Get Nine Million

NEW ORLEANS, July 18.—(4)— 
The national administration struck 
sharply at the domain-of Senator 
Huey P, Long today by halting all 
PWA projects in this state, but the 
Louisiana “dictator” scored a_ local 
victory through annexation of 4,000 
New Orleans sewerage and water 
board employes to his political ma- 
chine, 

The attack from Washington was 
launched by Secretary Ickes, who an- 
nounced bluntly that, not only would 
present works be held up, but also no 
new projects would be initiated in Lou- 
isiana unless state laws regulating ex- 
penditure of federal funds are re- 
pealed. 

Long Is Local Victor. 

The day’s developments found Long 
himself traveling between the two bat- 
tlegrounds. En route from here to the 
national capital by train, the senator 
was informed during a brief stop in 
Atlanta of the water board's capitula- 
tion. 

“It looks like the jib is about up in 
New Orleans,” he commented, refer- 
ring to his prolonged struggle to oust 
Mayor Walmsley's forces. 

Only yesterday he had. reiterated an 


earlier statement that, if PWA proj- 
ects were blocked by the administra- 
tion in Louisiana, both Ickes and Pres- 
ident Roosevelt ‘can go slap down to 
hell.’ He also served notice upon 
reaching Washington he would lay 
down a verbal barrage on Roosevelt

Bank suspensions have ebbed this year 
to a mere trickle, leaving government 
agencies free to concentrate on clear- 
ing away the remaining depression 
wreckage in the banking field. 

A survey today disclosed only 14 
banks on the 1935 casnalty list, with 
deposits approximately $2,700,000. 

No comparable figures for similar 
periods of previous years were ayail- 
able, but government statisticians said 
bank closings probably had dropped 
to at least the lowest level since the 
war. For 1934, 57 licensed banks 
with deposits of nearly $37,000,000, 
were suspended, the smallest total in| 
14 years, 

No National Banks. 

Of the 4,500 banks with deposits 
of approximately $4,200,000,000 which | 
were not licensed to resume business 


after the banking holiday in March. 
1933, only 68 at the end of May had) 
not been licensed or turned over to'| 
liquidators. Latest figures of the Fed- | 
eral Reserve Board further showed | 
that no national banks were included 
among those remaining unlicensed.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—(UP)— 
The house voted today to slam the 
doors of the courts against all per- 
sons attempting to file suits against | 
the federal government, because it 
cheapéened the dolar. 

Thousands of persons who hold fed- 
eral gold clause bonds were forbid- 
den under the terms of the bill, to 


try to collect $1.69 for every dollar's 
worth of obligations they own. The 
vote was 258 to 88. | 

The measure now goes to the sen- 
ate. It is opposed there by two for- 
mer secretaries of the treasury—Sen- 
ator Carter Glass, and Senator Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, 

The Roosevelt administration has 
reduced the gold content of the dol- 
lar until it is worth only 59.06 cents. 
It also has increased the price of 
gold. Thus a man who bought a gov- | 
ernment gold bond in 1931 finds that | 
it is worth $1.69 in gold today.

Challenging Benito Mussolini and 
his land to respect Ethiopia’s inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity, the 
emperor nevertheless looked the pos- 
sibility of war squarely in the face 
and told the world Ethiopia was pre- 
pared to resist to the last man. 
‘He paraphrased fascism’s famous

Scenes of wild enthusiasm, both in 
the parliament, where he spoke, and in

“God will be our fortress and shield 
and the modern armament of aggres- 
sors can not deter our duty which 
is sacred for Ethiopian independence.” 

(The God upon whom he ealled is 
the God of Solomon and David, for 
Haile Selassie’s dynasty claims direct 
descent from King Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—(P)— 
Exemption of low-cost housing proj- 
ects from the work relief requirement 
that 90 per cent of all labor be taken 
from reiief rolis was announced today 
by Secretary Ickes.

British-German Naval Pact. 


On the ‘ace of it, the pact which 
has been concluded in all haste be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany 
looks foolisn. Why should Germany, 
which has uo colonies to defend and 
which has no long coastline to pro- 
tect, be allowed to construct a for- 
midable navy, which makes her su- 
preme in the Baltic sea? Everybody 
has been guessing what Britain's in- 
tentions wer? with this pact. That m- 
tention is now a little clearer. Britain 
allows Germeny to build a fleet in re- 
turn for something That's ob- 
vious. But what is MAhat considera- 
tion? Personaliy I thmk Germany en- 
tered into a solemn undertaking -to 
stand by Briiain in the event of war. 
In other words, the new German navy 
becomes the ouxiliary of the British 
fleet. 

This will give Great Brtain a tre- 
mendous start on Japan and the 
United Sta’es at the forthcoming na- 
val conferences. Britain will have a 
lot of latitude, can even propose to 
disarm or efit down on submarines, 
or on dreatuaughts. She has the un- 
avowed reserve of the German fleet 
behind her. That was the intention 
of the Anglo-German pact. In naval 
matters, Great Britain never acts 
lightheartedly. Sea power is the basis 
of the English world-empire.

NEW TUNE It was not long until Johnson implied that perhaps some 
boondoggling was necessary. At any rate, he an- 
nounced that, as some planning had already been mapped out, he would 
not attempt to do it all over. His fate as a boondoggling kibitzer was 
not definitely established, however, until the list of New York city proj- 
ects approved by Mr. Roosevelt was given out. Since then, the sleeve- 
laughing here has been concealed with difficulty. 


RECREATION As an indication of what General Johnson has found 

to be a good relief project (with the President's ap- 
proval), his list contains an item of $31,500 “to furnish recrea- 
tional leadership’ for nurses and internes in hospitals. Formerly some 
New Dealers had assumed the nurses and internes were having a fairly 
good time. In fact, certain hospital critics have insinuated occasionally 
that they were having too good a time. However, anything that was 
lacking before can certainly be made up with the $31,500. 


INFORMATION Most of the projects are designed, however, to dis- 

close information for which the world long has 
panted in suspense. For instance, there is $7,350 to investigate the 
titles of old streets and highways in Queens; $130,200 for preparation 
of a subterranean map showing the contour of rocks under the city, to 
show what is holding it up; $29,400 for a card history of every lot in 
Queens; $27,750 to determine the effect that buses have on the speed 
of passenger transportation; $34,650 for an index digest of all aero- 
nautical magazines; $44,100 to “‘mobilize neighborhood resources for the 
promotion of wholesome behavior among children.” 


AIDE MEMOIRE Do not let anyone tell you that the New Deal has

SCENTS If you look into Johnson's list very closely you will find 

some other relief projects which are badly needed. For 
instance, the first item is $208,680 to find out what is in the air in 
New York. Visitors have occasionally complained there was something 
wrong with it, particularly in the crowded subway stations. 

Also, it has been apparent there is something foul about the atmos- 
phere in Wall Street, especially since the New Deal. All this will un- 
doubtedly be covered by the air-pollution survey, which will give “spe- 
cial attention to both chemical and bacteriological impurities.” 


LEGALISMS The best legal authorities here believe the Massachu- 
setts court decision against AAA whittles down the 

interstate commerce clause to a railroad yardstick. 
The supreme court decision in the Schechter case said that poultry 
was no longer in interstate commerce after it arrived at the point of 


destination. The Massachusetts court said cotton was not in interstate 
commerce until it started moving from the point of origin.

Peering Into Future, Pegler Sees 
Failure to “Civilize’” America.

Foreign. NEW YORK, July 18.— 
Conditions were so unset- 
Invasion. tied in the United States 
* in 1935 that>the ciyilized 
powers of the world, keenly aware of 
their duty to civilization, got fogether 
and decided to intervene. The Ital- 
ians, already embarked on a mission 
to pacify and civilize Abyssinia, hasti- 
ly withdrew from that noble enter- 
prise to join France, Great Britain 
and Germany in the “—“- part of 
the United States. 

Japan, scandalized by the disorgan- 
ized state of things in America, left 
off her missionary work in China to 
offer her services on the west. coast 
from a base in San Francisco, 

Bandits and kidnapers were prey- 
ing on wealthy merchants in the cities. 
Marauders roamed the country on the 
concrete highways. ‘The President had 
run out of ideas for the revival of in- 
dustry and was reduced to the device 
of breaking up industry entirely and 
distributing the fragments to the poor. 

In Louisiana a strong local leader 
named Huey Long, by controlling the 
petty leaders, had established a mili- 
tary dictatorship and a secret terror- 
ist organization called the State Bu- 
reau of Criminal Identification to sub- 
due his enemiés.

His appeal to the United States un- 
der the Kellogg-Briand pact outlawing 
war and Ethiopia’s repeated appeals 
to the League of Nations, resulting in 
initiation of final steps by _ the 
League council, was proof of his 
peaceful aims, he said.

PARALYSIS, MENINGITIS 


INCREASE OVER NATION 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—(?)— 
Increased prevalence of infantile pa- 
ralysis and meningitis above normal 
for the country was reported today by 
the public health service. 

During the four-week period which 
ended June 15 a total of 240 cases 
of infantile paralysis were reported, 
compared with 92 cases during the 
preceding four-week period. An i 
crease is normally expected at 
time of year but unusual prevalence 
was reported from certain states. 

North Carolina, center of the-~pres- 
ent outbreak which has resulted 
emergency action by the public health 
service, had 117 cases during’ the 
month ending with June 15. The rate 
increased from only 18 cases during 
the week ending May 25 to 57 dur- 
ing the week ending June 15. Cali- 
fornia also reported a high rate of 
increase, from six ‘cases during the 
first week to 20 during the last week 
of the period. 

Meningitis was said to be more 
prevalent at present than usual, de- 
spite the fact that only 568 cases 
were reported during the four weeks 
ending June 15 compared with 7% 
cases during the preceding four weeks.

CITIES NEAR TVA AREA 
RENEW POWER PLANS 


Florence, Ala., Moves To 
Build Plant To Distribute 
Authority Electricity. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 18—~ 
(®)—Throughout the Tennessee valley 
today cities and towns renewed their 


activity for Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity power following the fifth circuit 
court of appeals’ decision at New Or- 
leans holding the government’s ‘“‘yard- 
stick’ electric power program consti- 


tutional. 
Attorneys for the Tennessee Valley 


Authority expréssed the opinion that 


under the decision cities can now pro- 


ceed with plans for distribution sys- 


tems using TVA power. 
Mayor Les Glenn, of Florence, Ala., 


announced at Birmingham that cities 


near the government's giant hydro- 
electric dam at Muscle Shoals were 
going forward with plans to build 
electric distribution systems and pur- 


chase electricity from the TVA. 


He said Florence, Sheffield and 
Tuscumbia twwould now go ahead with 
previous plans, using loans already 
approved by the Public Works Admin- 
istration to build municipal systems. 


The three cities were among 14 north- 


ern Alabama municipalities enjoined 
by Judge W. I. Grubb, of Birmingham, 


from using federal funds to acquire or 
build electric power plants. The sweep- 
ing decision of the court of appeals, 
reversing Judge Grubb, dissolved the 


injunctions. 


Mayor Watkins Overton, of Mem- 
phis, which voted bonds for construc- 
tion of a municipal distribution power 
system, announced that “the city is 
now working on a contract with the 


Tennessee Valley Authority and will 


proceed at once to obtain TVA power 


for Memphis. 


Mayor Glenn said the decision “was 
very gratifying to the people of the 
Muscle Shoals district.” while the 
Memphis mgyor declared that “we are 


delighted with the opinion.” 


Chattanooga, Tenn., also has voted 


bonds to build a municipal power sys- 


tem served by the TVA and prelimi- 
nary negotiations. have been started 


for a TVA contract. 


Knoxville, the first large city in the 


valley to vote bonds for a municipal 


system and enter into a contract for 


TVA electricity, received a setback res- 


terday with Chancellor A. E. Mitchell 
held the federal zgorernment had no 
right to make a loan to the city or 
control rates charged customers of 
the municipal plant. An appeal wag 
announced.
